be ſhipped fo2 forrtigne Uent : And to that end alſo our noble Pꝛogemtoꝛs haue been at charge 
to erett and maintame tertaine Copnage houles in leuerall ſet Townes within Our Counties 
of Denon and Coꝛnewall, lying moſt tommodious foꝛ the ſayd Coynage: At which places at 
certaine let dayes of Copaage and poſt Coynage appointed, Our ſpectall Officers of the Stan- 
neries, doe, and haue been wont duely to attend to Receine, Trie, Allap, Coyne, Seale, and 
allow the lapd Tinne, bpletting Our Marke, Seale o2 Stampe vpon the ſame: By which 
meanes both wee Our lelfe were ſecured of the pꝛeemption and Coynage dueties ok the ſayd 
Tinne (being auncient and vndoubted Pꝛerogatiues annered to Our Crowne , with our Ou- 
chie of Coznwall) and allo the Tinne had his inſtand true Aſſay, accoꝛding to the goodneſſe 
and richneſſe of it, that neither Our owne Subiects noꝛ others might be dekrauded in the buy- 
ing of the ſame, noꝛ pet the Subiect hindered by any vnneceſſary delay in the lawfull Tra⸗ 
ding and Merchandizing thereof. And whereas out of Our pꝛintely care to cheriſh and main 
taine the Trade and woꝛking ofſuch a woꝛthy and Staple Commodity, offo much honoꝛ and 
pꝛokit to this Commonwealth, Wee haue not long ſince taken oꝛder to allow a greater puce 
fo: the woꝛking and making thereof, then euer was ginen befoꝛe and haue allo by the ertra- 
oꝛdinarytare and induſtry of Our right truſtie and right welbeloued Coſin and Counlellour, 
Thomas Earle of Suffolke, Our high Treaſurer of England, and of Our truſtie and Night 
welbeloued Counſeller, Sir roulke Greuill, Knight, Chauncellour of our Exchequer, latelyſet- 


led the layd Tinne woꝛkes and Tinne buſineſſe, inamoze oꝛderly and better courſe then euer 
befoze it was, alwell foꝛ the benefit of Our moſt deare Sonne C « «1.x s thePzince,to whom 
Wee haut lately made Eiucric of Our ſapd Duchie of Coꝛnewall, as foꝛ thecontentment and 
ſatiſfaction of Our louing Subiccts the Merchants and Pewterers of London, and other 
places, from whole Petitions and Complaints, wecould neuer be free befoꝛe. 
Pet neuertheleſſe, We are inkoꝛmed that by the ſecret pzactiſe and combination of ſundꝛy 

ill minded and couetous Owners and woꝛkemen of the ſayd Tinne wozkes, a great part of 
the laid Tinne hath been heretofoꝛe, and daily is Bought # Sold, Receined,Delivered,and ca- 
ried away vncoyned , alwell in Shippes and other veſſels, which vnder colour of comming 
to buy Coꝛniſh Slate and Stone vpon the CoaſtofCoznewall, betweene Foway and Menagalc, 
doe imbeſell much vncoyned Tinne in Blockes, as alſo by Marriners and Scafaring men, 
who buy bp the Tinne in Barres, commonly called Pocket Tinne, of Pewterers and o⸗ 
thers, contrary to the auncient Ozdinances of Our Stanneries afozcſayd, to Our pꝛeiudite 
and wꝛong in Our ſaydPzerogatiue, thediſgracing of Our ſayd Commoditie, and abuſe of 
Our Dubiects buying the ſame vntried,and not Alſayed. In reſpect whereof, as wer might 
moſt iſtly take aduantage of ſundzy offenders notozioullp faultie in this behalfe, which 
in Our naturall inclination to Mercie and Pardon, Wee are gractouſly contented to paſſe by, 
ſo Mee cannot in Our Paincely care of the Common wealth, and Our owneRight, but p20- 
uide foꝛ redꝛeſſe and refoꝛmation of theſe great diſozders foꝛ the time to tome. And therefoꝛe 
dot by thele pꝛeſents ſtraightly charge and commaund al[ivell all and ſingular Our loning 
Subiects, as all other perſon and perſons whatſoeuer, that none of them pꝛeſume vpon any 
colour, ſhift oz pꝛetence whatſocuer, at any time oꝛ times hereafter, to Utter, Sell, Deliner, o: 
put to Sale, oꝛ to Recciue, Ship, carie, land oꝛ contract foꝛ any blacke Tinne vnblowen, but to 
ſuch as cauſe the lame to be Caſt and blowen befoze it be ſold foꝛ ble oꝛ any white Tinne,o2 Caſt 
Linne bekoꝛe it be firſt Coyned and Stamped with our Sealc oꝛ Marke, appointed foꝛ that 
purpoſe as afo:cſayd vpon painc of foꝛfeiture, aſwell of the ſayd Tinne and other condigne 
puniſhment in caſe of land tariage, as alſo of confiſcation ofthe Shippes, Hopes, Barques, 
Lighters, and other Ueſſels wherein any ſuch pꝛohibited Tinne ſhali be ſhipped, oꝛ laden fo? 
Lranſpoztation,contrary tothe intendment of this Our Pꝛoclamation andalto vpon paine 
of Our high diſpleaſure, and of ſuch further penalties, fozfeitures, andpuniſhments in both 
caſes, as bythe Statutes and O2dinances of Our ſayd Stannerics, o2 any other Lawe o2 
Statute whatſocuer,o2by the cenſure of Our high Court of Starre chamber, fo2 diſobeying 
this Our Royallcommandement and Iniunttion, oꝛ otherwiſe may bee inflicted vpon theot⸗ 
fenders in this behalfe : Giuing all Our louing Dubtects to know, that any toleration oz foz- 
bearance foꝛ the time paſt, ſhall be ſo farre from tuſtifying oꝛ warranting the icke abuſcs to be 
continued in time to tome, as contrariwiſe it ſhal aggrauate the fault thereof in reſpett of Our 
fozmer clemencie, 

And whereas Wee are giuen to vnderſtand That there are certaine wandang petie Chap- 
men, oꝛ Tinkers, and others, haunting much about the Tinne wozkes afozeſaid , who doe 
make it an vſuall Trade to buy blacke Tinne by the Bowle, and white Tinne vncoyned by 
the pound weight, oꝛ other ſmall quantitie and lo doe cariethe ſame from the woꝛke houles to 
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certaine pꝛiuate places of Receipt, till hauing gotten by this vnlawfull meanes ſome ſtoꝛe to⸗ 
gether, they vent oꝛ ſpend the laid blacke Tinne befoze it bee blowen, and ſell the ſaid white 
Tinne befoꝛe it be Coyned, by Sea oꝛ by Land, where they find beſt Chapmen, to the pꝛeiu⸗ 
dite of Us and Our louing Subiects, as afozeſaid: Our will and pleaſure is, and Wee ſtrait⸗ 
ly charge and tommand all and ſingnlar Our Juſtices ot Peace, befoze Whom any ſuch Tin- 
ker, petie Chapman, oꝛ other perſon offending ſhall bee bꝛought, diligently to examine and 
finde out, where, and of whom he had the lapd pꝛohibited Tinne, white oꝛ blacke, found with 
him, and where, and to whom hee meant, oꝛ intended to ſell the lame, oꝛ hath heretofoꝛe ſold 
any other of line loꝛt and aſwell the ſaid Tinkers and petie Chapmen, as all other perſons 
who ſhall be found pzinie to the Buying, o2 Selling, Neteuung, oꝛ Delinering of the ſayd 
Tinne, blacke oz white, as afoꝛeſapd, to tommit to Our Gaole of the Countie where they (hal 
be taken, and otherwiſe to puniſh accozding to the Lawes, Cuſtomes, and O2dinances of 
Our Stanneries, and as thequality and nature of the offence ſhall by the Lawes and Sta- 
tutes of this Realme delerue, fo2 contempt of Dur Royall Commandement and Pzoclama-z 
tion in this behalfe: Willing, and requiring all aud fingular Our Shiriffes, Mapoꝛs, Bay- 
liffes, Conſtables, and other Our Officers and louing Dubiects , to Attach, Stay , and Ar- 

» reſt all ſuch Purlopners and ſecret Cariers of Tinne, blacke 02 white, and to bꝛing them be- 
foꝛe the next Juſtice ofÞeace, foꝛ o2der to bet taken with them, as afoꝛeſayd, as they and eue- 
ry of them will anſwere foꝛ thecontrary hereof at their vttermoſt perils. 
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Giuen at Royſton the 26. day of October, in the thirteenth yeere of Our Raigne of Great 
Britaine, France and Ireland, and of Scotland the nine and fourtieth.
